Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lenker 
et al. (EP 0 696 447 A2). 

Lertker et al discloses the claimed invention in figures 1-5 and 31, a retractable 
sheath (32,480) disposed around an elongated shaft (34,444); a stent (P) 
disposed co-axially between the shaft (34) and the retractable sheath (32,480); a 
tubular tapered tip (located at 482) affixed to the retractable sheath (480) having 
an elongate region predisposed to fracturing (at 484); and a stop (50) coupled to 
the shaft (34) and positioned proximally of the stent (P). 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 04/23/2007 have been fully considered but they are

not persuasive. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 1 1 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
